OFFICERS BELIEVE ROCCOSALVA 
VICTIM OF BLACK HAND OR OF 
VENGEANCE FOR SOME AFFAIR 
HIDDEN IN PAST LIFE. 


“We find the deceased came to his 
death through gunshot wounds at the 
hands of parties unknown.” Such was 
the verdict of the coroner’s jury sit¬ 
ting Tuesday morning in the case 
of Pietro Roccosalva, whose body was 
found in the back yard of his home at 
713 Linden avenue, South San Fran¬ 
cisco, at about 10 o’clock Sunday 
night. There were two bullet holes in 
the man's breast and the position of 
the body showed he had been working 
on his automobile when his assailant 
fired. One of the bullets broke the 
windshield of the machine and, after 
passing through Roccosalva’s body, 
plowed through the back of the car. 
The position of the two holes showed 
the. weapon had been held practically 
on a level and probably close in front 
of tho car. 

After nearly a week the identity of 
the murderer is as much a mystery 
as ever. The murdered man lived by 
himself and little is known of him. 
The identity Qf two strangers who 
were seen hy neighbors at Rocco- 
salva's house Sunday may furnish a 
clue, but as yet these two men have 
not been located. So far as is known 
the dead man has had no quarrels 
since a row he had with a Greek here 
about a year ago, and local officers 
are confident there is no connection 

between that affair and the man's

death. Roccosalva told an acquaint¬ 
ance that ho was forced to leave New 
York City several years ago because 
of some trouble he had there, but 
what that trouble was has not been 
learned.

Water Rates Recommended by the 
R. R. Commission Modified; 
Ordinances Adopted. 


The report of the water commission 
was read and approved by the city 
trustees Wednesday night. The com¬ 
mission reported it had modified the 
Railroad - Commission’s schedule of 
rates in some instances because it 
considered them excessive, the prin¬ 
cipal modification being the rate of 2 
cents per square yard of garden where 
there were no meters, which was fixed 
for the time being at a flat rate of 
$1.75 per month. The commission 
also recommended that the board ac¬ 
cept the resignation of A. Mortensen 
as superintendent of the water syfitem 
and appoint T. E. Ashby in his place. 
Mr. Ashby was formerly in charge of 
a portion of the water system and has 
proven himself capable of handling 
the situation. 

The reports of city officials were 
read and ordered approved. A number 
of claims were allowed. The claim of 
A. Mortensen for $107 was referred to 
the water commission for investiga¬ 
tion. 

A communication was read from L. 
M. and George Hawkins, protesting 
against the license of $10 to be placed 
on every lot sold in San Bruno, and 
suggesting that instead a license be 
placed on every real estate agent in 
the city. This letter was ordered filed.' 

J. F. Coultner of Belle Air asked 
that a light be placed on Fifth avenue 
between San Bruno avenue and Fine 
street in said addition. This was re¬ 
ferred to the lighting commissioner. 

A communication was received from 
the volunteer firemen, askin-g that the 
board make an allowance in its next 
budget to meet the cost of remodeling 
the firehouse. Referred to the fire 
commission. 

The report of the health board was 
accepted and ordered filed. 

A communication was received from 
J. F. Ohoetham regarding the terms 
on which the city may use his leased 
property for a municipal market, and 
asking that his rights as lessee be not 
infringed upon. The attorney was in¬ 
structed to frame a letter in answer. 

The ordinance creating a municipal 
Market was adopted by a majority 
vote. 

The ordinance imposing a license 
tax on all real property sold in San 
Bruno was adopted. 

An ordinance regulating the closing 
hour of poolrooms in town and impos¬ 
ing a tax of $50 per year on them, was 
passed. 

A targe crowd attended the meeting 
and were well pleased with the effi¬ 
cient manner In which the city’s busi¬ 
ness is conducted.
